FAITH IN ISRAEL’S REDEMPTION 


[From our Correspondent—JeERUSALEM} 


Accepung a scroll confirming the redemption 
by the Keren Kayemet of a tract of land between 
Jerusalem and Hebron known as Nahlat Herzog 
at a formal ceremony on Sunday afternoon, Chief 
Rabbi Dr. Isaac Herzog reiterated the declaration 
ot faith he made to the late President Roosevelt 
1941 in Washington. At that time, Palestine 
was in danger from Rommel’s forces, and Dr. 
Herzog said : 

Israel's Prophets foretold only two destructions 
of the Holy Land; the third return would be one 
of everlasting rebuilding.” 

Calling on all men with faith in Israel to jorn 
him in denouncing despair, Rabbi Herzog. said 
that the present dark times were mirrored in the 
last message of the law-giver to his people : 
“ From without the sword bereaveth; from within 
there is fear.” 

*Without,” he explained, referred to the 
Furopean Diaspora, where six million Jews were 
exterminated in a holocaust without parallel in 
human history. “ Within’ meant in the Holy 
Land. where fear would only spring from a lack 
of deep faith in Israel's redemption. 

No mortal power can destroy our endeavour, 
Which draws its vitality from the springs of 

ternity,”” concluded Dr. Herzog.

LR.O. APPROACHES ZERO HOUR 


A meeting of the Preparatory Commitice of the 
International Refugee Organisauon will be held in 
Lausanne next Thursday. But it is still far from 
certain if the I.R.O. will succeed in coming into 
existence, let alone be ready to take over when 
Unrra winds up on June 30. So far, only 12 out 
of the 18 countries required by its cons'ttuuion have 
joined ; and of these 12, only the United Kingdom 
and New Zealand have made funds available 

The main tasks of the preparatory meeting will 
he to discuss a report by the Executive Secretary, 
Mr. Arthur Altmeyer, and to deal with urgent 
problems concerning the negotuation of new agree- 
ments with various Governments and with the 
occupation. authorities in the zones where the 
majority of the refugees and D.P.s are located 
Mr. Altmeyer has been proceeding with the transfer 
of Unrra staff and activities to the I.R.O., bur all 
arrangements are provisional. 

Reports that the American zones in Germany 
and Austria have been closed for Jews and others 
fleeing from persecution, have been denied by the 
U.S. Actine-Secretary of State, Mr. Dean Acheson. 
There were now about 380,000 displaced persons 
in camps in the U.S. zone, Mr. Acheson revealed, 
in addition to 160,000 out of camps, and people 
were arriving across the borders da:ly. Those 
not. now im camps would not be per- 
mitted to live in centres, because there were neither 
quarters nor funds to take care of more. New 
arrivals would have to take care of themselves. 

General Clay, U.S. Commander in Germany, 
has announced, however, that exceptions would be 


made in cases involving hardship. The atiempi 
by the Army to ™ stabilise the DP. population 
he declared, was being made in preparation for the 
IR.O.’s assumption of responsiminy for them 
after July 1. 

From Italy it is reported that over 3,000 Jewish 
D.P.s have been moved from five camps in Southern 
Italy to barracks at the Polesia camp, because of the 
approaching liquidation of Unrra activities. Con- 
ditions at the new centre are extremely poor and 
rains during the past few days have penetrated the 
roofs. One Jew is stated to have committed 
suicide and two others to have died as a result of 
the conditions 

The U.S. State Depariment has announced that 
nearly 19.000 Jewish in the American zones 
received visas during the past 11 months. The total 
number of D.Ps of all denominations granted 
visas amounted to some 14,500. In Britain, the 
first DP. volunteer workers arrived this week. 
The proportion of Jews among them is not speci- 
hed Ihe total foreign volunteers for work in 
Britain suggested in the recent Economic White 
Paper was 100,000 (including the Poles already 
here). 

The Ministry of Labour, which has been making 
all the arrangements, has no record as to whether 
the D.P.s are Jewish or not. Its only concern (THE 
Jewish CHRONICLE was informed) was whether they 
were willing and able to do the work needed. But 
both Bloomsbury House officials and the Jewish 
Commitice for Relief Abroad do not believe there 
are any Jews among them.

he centenary of the birth in Hungary of Joseph 
Pulitzer, one of the most famous of American news- 
paper editors, has just been celebrated, and to mark 
the occasion a- special postage-stamp, bearing his 
portrau, has just been issued.

INDIA’S EX-FINANCE MEMBER 

Britain does not allow its most distinguished 
administrators to go unemployed.

tion of his period of office, from thé great position 
of Finance Member of the Executive Council of 
the Governor-General of India, the equivalent of 
Chancellor of the Exchequer. Returning to 
England, he has now been appointed a Public 
Works Loan Commissioner. No other Jew has 
risen to the high office of India’s Finance 
Minister, but Mr M. M. S. Gubbay was, before 
he retired from the Indian Civil Service to become 
General Manager of the P. and O. Bank'ng 
Corporation, Financial Secretary to the Indian 
Government.

Ata later date De Villiers asststed in the Labradot 
Boundary Arbitration, and in 1927. his services were 
rewarded with a knighthood His hterary work 
included two important contributions to the 
Society's series, both translations from the Dutch ; 
for, being of South African descent, he was 
thoroughly acquainted with that language.” That 
Ye Villiers was a man of volcanic energy ts indeed 
true. The number of books he translated from the 
French ts uncountable, and all the time he was on 
the staff of the British Museum, where he rose to be 
Keeper of Maps and still had much time to’ spare 
for the work of the Jewish Community In his 
autobiography. “My Memories,’ he narrates 
modestly his somewhat lowly beginnings and the 
reader can deduce how by character and merit he 
rose far above them.

Jewish Agency Call to United 
Nations 


The Jewish Agency in New York has addressed 
the following statement to the United Nations: — 

* After two years’ delay the future of the Jewish 
people in Palestine is at last on the miernational 
agenda. in a previous international decision the 
historic connection of the Jewish people with 
Palestine. and their right to constitute a homeland 
there. were recognised by the League of Nations 
when im 1922 it approved the Palestine Mandate 
One of the last acts of that body was the rejection 
by its Permanent Mandates Commission of the 
restricuions imposed by the White Paper, just before 
the outbreak of war in 1939, as inconsistent with 
the Mandate. Great Britain’s violation of the 
Mandate was allowed to continue without authori- 
tative immternational challenge only because the 
League ceased to function and there was no mier- 
national forum to which the Jewish people could 
turn tor redress.

was, however. quite different, the speaker said. The 
Christian faith was against racial discrimination. 
The best minds of Christendom were on the whole 
Lavourable to a return to Palestine on humanitarian 
grounds. 

Mr. Grange-Bennett spoke of his experiences as 
a Chaplaim im Palestine during the war, and said 
thar most of the Chaplains who served there were 
favourably disposed towards Zionism. He did not 
hold the view that the retarn of the Jews to Pales- 
tine should be a relugee movement. 

Some Jews, he declared, had said that non-Jews 
could never really understand the Jews’ love for 
the land, That view was not true. Some of them 
in the church did understand the whole thing, 
although they might not be able to help the Jews. 

He had come there, said Mr. Grange-Bennett, to 
give them a little encouragement because, although 
he should not perhaps say it, he deplored the kind 
of things recently written by a certain Archbishop. 
Jews occasionally got the impression the 
churches were extremely unfavourably disposed 
towards them when leaders wrote like the Arch- 
bishop did. The Archbishop spoke in his own name 
and not for the whole church, and it was possible 
for him to be as mistaken as anyone else. 

Mr. Grange-Bennett’s final words to the meeting 
were: “On the whole,.the Church wishes you well 
in Zionism.”

Jewish National Home has vindicated the vision 
of 1922. The tragic fate of the Jews of. Europe, 
six millions of whom have been destroyed by 
Hitler's savagery, has accentuated the urgency of 
action to enable the destitute and dispossessed sur- 
vivors to rebuild their lives in the land of then

“It ts almost two years since the war has ended 
in Europe. tt was hoped that long betore this the 
Jews would have been helped back to normal hic. 
But every obstacle has been placed in their way. 
The re-opening of Palestine to large-scale Jewish 
immigration has been cruelly and indefensibly 
delayed. In makeshift camps in Germany and 
Ausiria, im internment camps in Cyprus, behind 
barbed-wire in Palestine tiself, Jews are counting 
off the wasted days waiting for hberation and 
reconstruction. 

“ These people are on the brink of despair 
Further delay may mean new catastrophe for a 
people that has suffered as no other in the war. 
Pending an inquiry into the problem of a long- 
term solution of the Palestine problem, the General 
Assembly could well exercise its great moral and 
pohtical authority to imyvalidate the illegal provi- 
sions of the White Paper. The General Assembly 
should call upon the Mandatory Power to conform 
in the imterim period to the plain letter of the 
Palestine Mandate. to re-open Palestine to Jewish 
immigration on a scale commensurate with the 
present needs, and to remove existing measures 
of racial discrimination which restrict Jewish 
settlement on the land and which are repugnant 
to the members of the United Nations Charter. 


Interim Decision Demanded 


“ Such an intermm decision ts dictated by every 
consideration of humanity and international law. 
It would, moreover, serve as an immediate test of 
the significance of the forthcoming session. li 
would make it clear that no power can manipulate 
the General Assembly of the United Nations for 
purposes of dilatory manoeuvre accepting or reject- 
ing us findings as it pleases. It would dispel Tears 
that the reference of the problem to the United 
Nations is likely to head to an indefinite delay of 
solution. 

“ The Jewish people approach the forthcoming 
session of the United Nations under a great dis- 
advantage. Great Britain and the Arab world 
are formally represented in the United Nations 
and are in a position to influence a decision. The 
party most vitally concerned has no voice, no vote, 
and no advocate. But the Jewish people feel confi- 
dent that they have both law and equity on their 
side. They turn to the United Nations appealing 
for a judgment which is expressive of the world’s 
good will and sense of justice, and which will bring 
an end to their suffering and restore to them the 
righis, siatus and dignity of a free people.”

JEW WINS MONTREAL 
BY-ELECTION 


“* Communist ” Charge Refuted

With the elecuon of Mr. Maurice Hartt, 
(Liberal) for Montreal, as a member of the Federal 
Pariament m Ottawa, there are now two Jews in 
the House of Commons. The sitting member is Col. 
Croll, representing a district of Toronto 

Ihe Montreal election was followed with keen 
interest throughout the Dominion Ihe Govern- 
ment had lost several seats in by-clections, and they 
were anxious to see Mr. Hartt win. The Jewish 
Communities were eager to have this district once 
again represented by a Jew, because of tts predom- 
nantly Jewish population, Its. previous represenia- 
tive had been Mr. Fred. Rose, who was sentenced 
io imprisonment in connection with the Canadian 
“ spy case.” 

[he rallying-cry of the election was anti-Com- 
munism, and the fact that Mr. Rose was a Jew. was 
taken as a challenge by the Jewish electorate to 
prove to the country that they were not Com- 
munists. They proved this by electing Mr. Hagtt 
with an overwhelming majority. 


Mr. Sydney Pierce, O.B.E.,. whose appointmeni 
as Canadian Ambassador to Mexico was reported 
in THe Jewish CHRONICLE last week, was a noted 
athlete in his university days—he is now only a 
little over forty—and during the war he served the 
Canadian Government in Washington. His interest 
in Palestine. which he inherited from his father, the 
late Asher Pierce, is motivated by a deep study of 
the economic problems of that country. The late 
Mr. Pierce was prominently identified was many 
Jewish undertakings, particularly in orange-grove 
investments in Palestine. As far back as 1925. 
together with the first Lord Melchett, he launched 
their project in Eretz Yisrael which ultimately 
developed into a great industry 


The first group of Jewish D.P.s has arrived in 
Canada. Ihey come from camps im Central 
Europe. They are few in number and their arrival 
can hardly be quoted as evidence of an immigration 
policy on the part of the Government. Canada, 
with its vast resources, 1s possibly the last of the 
democratic countries to recognise the plight of the 
D.Ps. However, it is hoped that the arrival of 
these tew will herald a more humane and liberal 
atutude on the part of the Government | 

An. effort, which may prove successful, is being 
made to persuade the Government to allow a far 
number of Hebrew teachers to come to Canada. 
A list has been compiled from among the D.-P.s, 
and the Igud-Canadian Association of Hebrew 
Schools and Teachers has set up machinery to seek 
the realisation of the plan.

SILESIA’S JEWISH MINERS 
Heroes of Polish Industry. 


Jews m the former German territories now 
occupied by Poland are playing a remarkable part 

their country’s industrial reconstruction, and a 
correspondent who recently visited the area has 
described in the Nationat Jewish MONTHLY, of 
Washington. D.C., how Jewish workers vie tor the 
hardest tasks, competing for jobs in metallurgical 
plants and in blast furnaces Coalmining is regarded 
hy Jews as one of the most honourable occupations. 
‘In these new Polish regions, and especially im 
lL ower Silesia, the Jews feel safer and more at home 
than in their former homes in the Polish towns and 
villages where they were born. Here they are not 
subjected to discrimination of their old neighbours 
who look askance at every Jew, and especially any 
Jew bold enough to demand the return of his 
property. But the houses, farms, factories, and

Nazi advance, and were slaughtered

within ourselves a constant voice, and i orders us 
you must continue to live! We, the ancient people,

In his own words, “1 have discovered light in the 
darkness.” 


SOVIET JEWRY REBUILDS 
There are over a milhon Jews iw the Ukraine 


at the present time, according to Paul Novick, 
editor of the MorninG Freinert, of New York, 


who has returned from a. European tour which 


included three and a half months im the Sovret. 
Union. Soviet Jews were still returning trom the 
eastern territories of the Soviet Umon to which 
they were evacuated. during the war, he said. 
Kicv. and Odessa now had Jewish populations ol 
nearly 125,000, while Moscow had over 250,000. 

The Jews, Mr. Novick continued, had thrown 
themselves wholeheartedly into the task of rebuild- 
ing ther country. Jewish cultural life was 
flourishing and the number of Jewislr books was 
greater than belore the war, 

Thousands of Soviet Jews, though not the 
majority, aitended religious services, he said. 
There were about 175 religious communities in the 
Soviet Union, and there were now plans to 
establish a U.S.S.R. Chief Rabbinate. Prominently 
menuoned aS a candidate was Rabbi Schiifer, at 
present Chief Rabbi of Moscow. 

It is reported from the Jewish Autonomous 
Region of Birobidjan that plans for 1947 include 
the establishment of many new agricultural and 
industrial undertakings, including coal-mining. 
New settlers are expected from South Russia. 
Cultural work is also being developed.

All American eyes, especially of those who want

On Monday, a proposal that Palestine should 
become an independent State was made at Lake 
Success by Egypt. The Egyptian request asked 
the General Assembly to discuss the question of 
ending the League of Nations Mandate. Syria has 
followed with a similar attempt to extend the 
debaic when the General Assembly meets, and 
to prevent the fact-finding commission from secur- 
ing adequate data before the autumn. 

According to a Jerusalem report, Arab Foreign 
Ministers have been baiting Britain with important 
military concessions, but the British delegation 
declines to comment. 

A full-page advertisement in the New York press 
ionist Emergency Council informs the 
— on the basis of recent dispatches from 

ondon and Lake Success, that the British Govern- 
ment’s move to bring Palestine. before the Unijed 
Nations is merely a substitute for action. “ While 
these investigations and discussions wi!l go on,” 
says the advertisement, “ hundfeds of thousands of 
weary, sullering, men, women, and childen, pitiful 
survivors of a people which suficred most 
the war, must continue to languish in D.P. camps. 
Should not the first act of the United Nations, 
when it meets in special session, be to demand that, 
pending its final decisions, the Mandatory Govern- 
ment of Palestine be required to abrogate its ulegal 
immigration and land laws. and to fulfil its original 
Odiigations under the Mandate? 

Speaking before a large meeting of Hadassah in 
New York, Mrs. Samuel W. Halprin called on the 
United States to speak up firmly on behalf of 
Palestine, Recalling that every United States 
President since Woodrow Wilson had unequivocally 
championed a Jewish Palestine, she declared that 
th USA “cannot in good conscience remain 
neutral” at this critical stage.

The Palestine Executions

THE Palestine problem reaches another stage on its 
troubled journey. It now goes back to the international 
forum, the successor to the body in whose name Great 
Britain exercises rule in Palestine; and the best hope ol 
this procedure is‘that the issue may be lifted beyond the 
subjective pressures of Britain's Middle-Eastern policy on 
to the plane of international equity, When viewed im this 
light many of the problems and complexities fall away 
and its simpler truths are seen in their normal clothing. 


he central fact is that 30 years ago the Alhed Powers, 
ana later the league Nations, cave simultaneous con- 
sideration to the problems of the Arab and Jewish peoples. 
On the Arabs they bestowed sudden liberation tn a vast 
territory,extending from Anatolia to the southern extremity 
o: the Red Sea, and from the Mediterranean seaboard to 
the Persian > Gull This area comprised all the centres 
which owed their lustre in history to their connection with 
the Arab and Mosiem traditions Damascus and Carro, 
Baghdad and the Holy Cities of Arabia were free: and they 
owed thei freedom to the strength and authority of the 
Allied Powers, which were later to sustain their growth 
and Sponsor! their admission aS tree members in the world 
society. 'While performing this great act of liberation for 
the Arabs, the Allied Powers, with the sanction of the 
League of Nations, conferred upon the Jews a simular 
opportunity, involving contingent and eventual mdepen- 
dence if their Jewish national will and ardour should 
prove equ il to the task

argument over the Mandate has had one central theme— 
the refusal of the Arabs to admit: any limitation in the 
erxticni of] the control: defiance of the international 
tribunal which had demanded this compromise of them;

This central issue in international 
justice is not available for mere academic disputation. | It 
is Set against a living background: the issue is written in 
human terms.. The Jewish people bore the harsh brunt 
of the Nazi onslaught. Six million perished helplessly in 
the widest human cause. By the mute sacrifice of such as 
these the United Nations Organisation came to. birth. © It 
is founded on the blood of martyrs and on the hopes of 
unborn posterity. For its own sake, and that of all man- 
kind, it dare not desert the cause of the weak in favour 
©! the strong. If there appears to be a deadlock which 
compromise cannot resolve, the award must be along the 
line of lesser injustice. It must compare the sufferings, 
the needs, the possessions of each side. Hf these considera- 
tions are paramount at Lake Success the discussion must 
resound with some echoes of Geneva. These are the words

Whatever has happened since those words were uttered 
haf only increased the disparity between the two parties. 
The Arabs have proceeded to greater freedom: the Jews 
have emerged from hope into the terrible valleys of despair. 

Next week's Session of the Assembly may not have an 
opportunity of discussing the substance of the Palestine 
problem tn all its aspects. Its main task will be to appoint 
a Committee to prepare the case for more detailed con- 
sideration by the Assembly in September. Kt is suffictent 
at this stage to express the hope that this Committee's 
terms of reterence will embrace the Jewish problem in all 
its aspects. If a new and disinterested body is to examine 
the Palestine problem, it should certainly be sent to that 
country to receive its impressions at first hand. And it 
should be tully understood that the Committee would lose 
ail pretension to impartiality if it included a member of 
one of the Arab States, whose opposition to the original 
rac mig is the very source and origin of the present 

spate, 

Nobody representing the United Nations can disregard 
probiems of regional security. The interests of indivisible 
peace require that the seeds of harmony shall be sown in 


the Middle-Eastern soil. There will be no peace in that 
area if it is attempted to make political freedom a preroga- 
tive of the Arab peoples alone, and to grant no equal 
opportunity to the people with whose history the name of 
Palestine is immortally linked. Beneath the surface of 
constitutional problems there lies the soil of social facts. 
The urgent question is whether the constructive forces 
which Zionism has liberated in that area can so easily be 
dispensed with in the interests of the region as a whole. 
Above all, much depends on the attitude with which Great 
Britain herself approaches this Assembly. It is useless to 
present an issue to any tribunal unless there is an initial 
readiness to accept its award. And it would tl befit Great 
Britain to become the first Power to flout the international 
tribunal on an issue which she herself has submitted for 
adjudication. It is, therefore, to be hoped that too much 
weight need not be attached to recent ill-considered pro- 
nouncements in that sense. The case of Palestine, which 
has so often become entangled with so many wider 
interests, is now linked with the validity of international 
justice itself. A false step cannot be made here without 
involving the highest human issues tn a grave defeat. 


THE FATE OF THE LR.O. 


THE Second Session of the Preparatory Commission for 
the International Refugee Organisation is to take place at 
Lausanne early in May It will open in discouraging 
circumstances. At the end of last year the General 
Assembly of the United Nations afhrmed the Constitution 
of the LR.O. The decision was by no means unanimous. 
Eighteen States ‘abstained; they included Australia and 
some of the leading Latin American countries. The 
Soviet Union and its associates voted against the resolu- 
tion. Nevertheless, Unc approval was obtained, but with 
the proviso that the Constitution was not.to take effect 
until instruments of adhesion had been signed and ratified 
by at least 15 States, whose allotted contributions to the 
first year’s operational budget of $151,000,000 amounted 
in the aggregate to at least 75 per cent. of that figure. 
This: condition has still to. be satisfied. Twelve of the 
necessary .minimum of fifteen States have agreed to join 


the LR.O. but by no means all of them have as yet fol- 


lowed the example of the United Kingdom by. ratifying 
their signatures and voting their contributions The 
allotted quotas of the States which have accepted member- 
ship amount to about 70 per cent. of the operational 
budget, so that there is still a small gap to be made good. 

Ihus, the fate of the LR.O. hangs in the balance, and 
it is not by any means certain that it will be brought 
to birth. Time presses, for Unrra, which has been caring 
for some three-quarters of a million refugees and displaced 
persons in’ Europe, will cease to operate in this field at 
the end of June. It is of vital importance that the LR.O. 
should be in a position to take over from Unrra on the 
appointed date and highly desirable that it should by 
that time be a going concern with machinery ready to 
be set in motion 


If the 1.R.O. does not come into existence on or before 
June 30, the gap will, presumably, be filled by the Inter- 
Governmental Committee for Refugees, which is directed 
with zeal and efficiency by Sir Herbert Emerson and his 
staff, but is severely handicapped by limited authority 
and resources. If the LR.O. should, unhappily, fail 
to materialise, mo large-scale operations for the 
benefit of the refugees and displaced persons (of whom 
some 200,000 are believed to be Jews) can be hoped for, 
unless those Governments which take the problem seri- 
ously combine to form and finance an ad hoc organisa- 
tion of their own, possibly based on the Inter-Govern- 
mental Committee, outside the structure of the United 
Nations. That things should have come to this pass Is a 
sorry commentary on the lofty humanitarian sentiments 
in which the San Francisco Charter abounds—and, indeed, 
on our times 


KING CHRISTIAN 


Ir is said that Israel Zangwill was once discussing with a 
high dignitary of the Church, ways of ameliorating the distress- 
ful state of the world. When the conversion of the Jews to 
Christianity was advocated by the ecclesiastic, his interlocutor 
Suggested that perhaps a more hopeful course might be the 
conversion to Christianity of Christians. For how often has 
the so-called religion of love meant the very reverse to the 
people of Israel, from whose midst that religion originated! But 
if ever a man represented the finest ideals of the creed whose 
name he proudly bore, it was King Christian X of Denmark. 
His death this week has brought grief not only to his own 
nation but to a world-wide host of affectionate admirers. Never 
wil! Jewry forget the gallantry of his action in the face of Nazi 
brutality. After the German occupation of Denmark during 
the war, King Christian’s heroism symbolised not only his 
country’s invincible honour but the protesting conscience of 
outraged humanity. In 1942, he attended a special service of 
intercession at the Copenhagen Synagogue, and his resistance 
to the German introduction of anti-Jewish legislation went to 
the length of threatening abdication, To the Nazi demand for 
the imposition of the yellow badge upon Jews, his reply will 
ever be famous: “ If this happens, I shall wear the yellow star 
on my uniform in public, and I shall order the entire Royal 
Household to follow my example.” Later that year, he proudly 
accepted from a Jewish delegation a golden Star of David 
with an inscription reading “King Christian.” His noble 
example was followed by his people, who most courageously 
assisted the Jewish victims of Nazi persecution. And now. at 
his passing, let us give thanks to God that he lived to see 
the liberation of his country. Truly may we apply to him 
the Biblical words: “ The memory of the righteous shall be for 
a blessing.”

Max Nordau: A_ Biography. By ANNA AND

Towards the end of the last century, the @ntel- 
lectual world was deeply surred by the appearance 
of a number ofl extremely critical and penetraung 
studies of the literary, philosophical, and social con- 
ditions, the challenging nature of which were andi- 
cated by the tithes: “ Conventional Lies of our 
(ivilisation.”” “ Paradoxes.’ and, above all, 
Degeneration.” [he controversies that these 
publications aroused would have ebbed and then 
disappeared if the author, Dr. Max Nordau, had 
confined himself to the extraordinarily wide range 
ot interests in which he was undoubtedly a master 
of the pen and a literary giant. But fate linked 
him with his friend Theodor Herzl to a cause— 
Zionism—that was to dominate his future. 

[he emergence of Max Nordau into Jewish public 
life was a phenomenon that was to have a profound 
effect on the course of Jewish history The 
Voltaireanism of the educated elements in Eastern 
turope, then the grand reservoir of Jewry, and the 
anarchism of the growing, class-conscious prole- 
tartat would have permanently entailed their then 
irreconcilable antagonism to Judaism. It theretore 
came as a veritable revelation and inspiration to 
them, as to the world generally—Max Nordau not 
even beimg previously regarded as a Jew—that the 
greatest iconoclast of the time had espoused the 
Jewish cause, and had. in fact, become the tribune 
of the Jewish people. But whereas the memory of 
Herzl has become a cult, and everything appertain- 
ing to him has been collected and recorded with 
pious solicitude, Nordau’s pre-Zionist life is hardly 
known, and his very remarkable contribution to 
European thought now well deserves to be recalled. 

Certainly, even those who were privileged to know 
him personally did not realise the hidden springs of 
Nordau’s Jewish consciousness. His place in_ the 
Z.onist movement is assured, though he stood alone 
iN maintaining to the end Herzl's grandiose concep- 
Gon of the Jewish exodus from Europe; but we 
are left to ponder what would have been the 
development of Jewish Palestine if, after his 
memorial address on his illustrious colleague at the 
Seventh Congress, he had not made il gran rifiuto 
and thus left the leadership to Herzi's faithful 
successor, David Wolffsohn—or if he had been in 
eflective authority in the movement afterwards. As 
an immediate consequence, his personal influence 
might then conceivably have prevented the secession 
of his close Zionist associate Israel Zangwill and 
the consequent loss of valuable national energies 
by the abortive attempt of Itoism. 

The volume under review, written by Nordau's 
widow and his devoted daughter Maxa, is therefore 
wieatly to be welcomed.

SOVIET NATIONALISTS AND THE JEWS 


** Internationalism 


[By .a Special Correspondent} 


Accustomed for past fo see numcrous Jews 
on all othcial Soviet Russian delegations at inter- 
nauonal conferences abroad, many diplomats are 
rather puzzled at the almost complete absence of 
Jews from Russian official delegations abroad to-day 
Ihe leader of the mission and some 40 per cent 
of its members were Jews when Russia sem Litvinov 
to represent her at the League of Nations after the 
first world was But at San Francisco. the first 
large international conference after the second world 
war, Russia sent a representation of some 300 of 
whom few were Jews 

[ remember mecting, soon afterwards. an 
American diplomat who, though known in some 
degree for his anti-Jewish feeling, remarked with 
obvious regret that one reason why he could not 
get on with the Russians there was because there 
were “so few Jews among them.’ 

At the Paris Conterence of Foreign Ministers last 
autumn, the Soviet mission, in contrast to those of 
other countries, mcluded only about half a dozen 
Jews. It was the same at the United Nations and 
later in London. In Moscow. I am informed. 
foreign diplomats participating in- the conference 
met a number of Jews acting as translators with the 
Russians, but not as official Russian negotiators. 


Reasons for the Policy 


Two reasons are given for this policy, which 
seem strange for a country where Jews have been 
accorded all rights and anti-Semitic propaganda 
has been made a crime pumshable by law. One is 
the growing nationalism of the Russians, and their 
tendency to visualise themselves as race and people 
apart, in Many ways superior to others. 

itis common knowledge in Moscow that for some 
time past Jews have not been accepted into the 
Soviet School of Diplomats. This school, where the 
new generation of Russian diplomats is being 
trained, has gradually become reserved for Russian 
youth, and Jews have been kept out. This explains 
the absence of Jews from the Russian foreign ser- 
vice and from Russian missions to international 
conferences generally. 

The second reason given for the absence of Jews 
is Russian isolationism and the suspicion that the 
Jew, by nature an internationalist, will not be so 
devoted to such a policy as the Russian. 

Soviet Russian nationalism is not new, and 
cultural nationalism has been the policy of the 
Soviets since the beginning, and cultural Jewish 
nationalism was encouraged in Russia as were the 
cultural aspirations of the other nationalities in the 
Soviet Union. But the nationalistic ideals prevailin 
in Russia to-day have a political rather than cultur:

It may be that wuh some Russian Jews, this 
observance of religious Customs is mere escapism 
But with others 1 undoubtedly goes much deeper: 
it ts a deliberate turning to the well of Judaism to 
refresh their souls in a nationahsm which 1s older 
and more mature than the one they are being sur- 
rounded with, and helps them to retain the equili- 
brium and self-esicem which many had been losing 
for over a period of years 

Keen and intelligent foreign observers who had 
just left Russia confirmed my belief that Jewish 
assimilation is being reversed in Russia to-day, and 
that the growing Russian nationalism is responsible 
for what, to Jews. must be a welcome phenomenon 

Greater than ever, too, is the desire on the part 
of Russian Jews to come into contact with Jewish 
communities abroad. Every Polish Jew who has 
left Russia in the past 18 months had a story to tell 
of the longings of the Russian Jews to know every- 
thine that is happening with Jews in the outside 
world, and their eagerness to establish relations 
with Jewries outside. 

But here the Jews again come up against the new

FIGHTING JEW-BAITERS 
Mr. Renton Calls For Unity

Only a small gathering was present at the Com- 
muna! Hall for a public meeting sponsored by the 
Representative Council of Birmingham Jewry to 
hear Mr. Frank Renton speak on the work of the 
Defence Committee of the Board of Deputies. Mr.

Though organised political anti-Semitism might 
not be manifest in Birmingham, where there was 
proportionately a tiny Jewish Community, ihere 
could be no doubt at all that England was now 
more “ Jew-conscious “ than at any ume since the 
pre-war Mosicy menace, said Mr. Renton. The Sons 
of St. George, Imperial Defence League, and the 
Union of British Freedom were grandiloquent 
namres for societies engaged in organised Jew- 
baiting.

JEWISH EDUCATION DISCUSSED 
IN LIVERPOOL 


[From our Correspondent-—LAVERPOOL] 


Dr. I. Fishman, Deputy Director of Education 
of the Central Council for Jewish Education, during 
a discussion with the Merseyside Council for Jewish 
Education, said that in his opinion there were 
three essentials for a long-term plan: 1, a suffici- 
ency of teachers of adequate standard (for which it 
was necessary to have traimuing centres); 2, constant 
availability of adequate funds (the only stable 
method was a system of communal taxation); and 
3, a scheme of sufficiently high standard to ensure 
the teaching of Hebrew as a living language, a 
proper appreciauon of Jewish history, and the 
safeguarding of traditional religion 

One of the great difficulties at the moment, said 
Dr. Fishman, was the lack of textbooks and other 
publications; the great Jewrsh presses of the Con- 
tinent were stopped and Paiestine could not yet 
supply sufficicnt quantities to make good that loss.

REFORM CONGREGATIONS 
CONFER 
Youth Association Formed 


[By a Jewrsn Curonicie Reporter] 


Nine London and Provincial Reform Synagogues, 
affiliated to the Association of Synagogues in Great 
Britain, sent representatives to a conference held 
last week end at 33, Seymour Place, W. They were 
the West London Synagogue, Manchester Con- 
gregation of British Jews, Bradford Reform Syna- 
goeuc, St. Settlement Synagogue, North 
Western Reform Synagogue, Glasgow Progressive 
Synagoguc, Edgware and Dyustrict Reform Syna- 
eogue, Sinai Synagogue, Leeds, and the Bourne- 
mouth Reform Synagogue. 

On Friday evening the conference began with a 
service at the North Western Reform Synagoguc, 
Alyth Gardens. at which Rabbi L. Gerhard Gral, 
in a sermon, said: “ We declare most emphatically 
that our outlook is wholly in accordance with 
Jewish tradition.” On Saturday afternoon, at 33, 
Seymour Place, a discussion was opened by the 
Rev. P. Selvin Goldberg, of Manchester, on the 
subject: “ The Reform Movement in Judaism 1s 
in conformity with Jewish Tradition.” 

At several sessions of the conference delegates 
discussed organisational and financial matters, 
ncluding the question of centralising education and 
publications 

Col. Robert Henriques, M.B.E., Chairman of the 
Association, told me that reports submitted showed 
steady increase in membership—-350 at the West 
London Synagogue alone; and that recently formed 
synagogues at Manchester, Bournemouth, and 
Edgware had each about sixty families attached to 
them. 

“Real Judaism ” 


Their congregations claimed, said Col. Henriques. 
that an element of progress was inherent in Judaism 
so that so-called Retorm Judaism was the real 
Judaism: Orthodox Judaism had become Static a 
few centuries ago, and had not moved since

Col. R. Henriques, who presided, said that the 
Youth Association would be non-political. That 


meant they could have ardent Zionists, non- 
Zionists, and anti-Zionists among their members

But they could not have those people 
who said the Jews were a gipsy community within 
Britain; whose method of defence was to plug 
the differences from the Britssh Community within 
which they lived as casuals and strangers. “* We 
are part of Anglo-Jewry, which is part of Britain, 
he declared. 

Ihe aims of the Youth Association were adopted 
following a motion by Mr. Ernest Bello, seconded 
by Mr. Henry Farbey. They include the provision 
ot facies tor exchanging opinions and ideas;

gressive religious outlook, specifically the Youth 
Group of the Liberal Synagogues; co-operation 
with ftellow-Jews m every section of the com- 
munity: and the promotion of Jewish education

Principles of Progressive Judaism 


Addressing the open session of the conference 
on Sunday, Rabbi Dr. Leo Baecck spoke on * The 
Principles of the Progressive Movement in 
Judaism.” 

Interpreting the meaning of the term principle, 
Dr. Baeck said it was a starting point, and a 
foundation A principle. existed only if a course 
of action proceeded from it. A genuine principle 
was one which preceded us, and led us. A spurious 
principle was one that appeared only after the 
event, and ws philosophy was one of excuse and 
justihication, 

Judaism was a religion of life and obligation. So 
the principles of Progressive Judaism must first of 
all be principles which demanded that we do not 
speak of truth. or commandment without being 
prepared to fulfil it. 

The Jewish mind and the Jewish soul had been 
shaped by thousands of years of struggle for the 
religious ideal. Perhaps other people could come 
to their full development without religion. But not 
the Jew. The substance of the Jew was his religion, 
and neither realism nor chauvinism could replace 
if

which Mrs. Aitlee opened last week at 5, 
Mount Street. W.1, is a timely addition to the 
headguarters of various trades and professions that 
find a place in London to-day. The Institute begitis 
“us career with an outstanding contribution both to 
the social shape of the post-war world and to the 
simulation of renewed home-lite 
There have been. in the past, many schemes and 
sugevestions whereby domestic workers could be 
raned to ihe level of workers in other trades as 
regards privileges, wages, and social status Bul 
the Institute's standard of wages and conditions is 
the first really comprehensive set of regulations 
which have ajtempted to encompass this difficull 
but vital form of service. It proposes numimum 
wages for adult and junior workers, coupled with 
certain minimum requirements ol conditions, such 
as hours of work, leave, time off, and accommoda- 
inom, thus constituting the first real step to rarnsimg 
the domestic industry to the level and dignity i 
has lost in the last two decades in the eyes ol 
working women 
A domestic worker over eightecn years ol age, 
with more than 6 months’ working experience, 
would be paid £! 17s. 6d. as a resident and £3 7s. 6d 
is a non-resident. She would be required to work 
4K hours a week if a resident, and 44 hours a week 
if a non-resident, and any overtime will be paid for 
at the accepted rate of time plus {. She will be 
entitled to one tull and one hall day off each week, 
io an annual fortnight’s holiday with pay, and to 
all public holidays (or days m heu). She would 
eccupy either a bed-silting room, adequaicly heated, 
or a separate bedroom and use of silting room. 
she ws non-resident, she would have to pay her 
employer for any meals provided, or allernatively 
have the right to 2o out to her meals 


Thorough Training 


On the employer's side. the Institute proposes to 
mauLgurate a iramimne scheme for women and gitls 
over 18, and tor juvehtles, and to require every 
student to satisfy a board of examiners as to hes 
proficiency tn housecralt, home budgeting, cook- 
img, laundry work, cralts €includine needlework 
und Simple household repairs). health, education 
and care of children and old people She will then 
become an Associate Member of the Institute, and 
hold a diploma. After her trafning is completed, 
the domestic worker will be placed by the Institute 
in selected private households to continue het 
practical training; and at the end of six months 
saustactory service, she will have qualified to receive 
ihe wages and amenities laid down by the Institute 
As her service and experience lengthens she will 
receive both higher wages and increased privileges 

Phe Institute, which in itself is neither an official 
nor a tegal body, is working m co-operation 
with the Ministry of Labour, the Ministry ofl 
Health, and the Minisiry of Education. Its tramimng 
scheme for younger students will be carried out by 
local authorities directly under the Miunisiry of 
Education, as part of the Minisiry’s plans tor 
mpiementing the Education Act. Courses for 
younger girls entering the Institute will last for nme 


monttys io be followed by work m a selected 
private household, during which time the young 
worker will be carning, but by arrangement with 
her emplover will attend the Institute for a half-day 
every week until she gains her diploma, The scale 
of minimum wages for juvenile workers under 
i? vears is £I Its. as resident, and £2 13s. 6d, as 
non-resident, rising to £1 13s. and £3 when the 
worker 1s over 17 years and six months 

Ihe voung woman who has completed the 
Insiitute’s traming and gained us diploma, will be 
an infinitely better wife and mother than if she 
had left school and gone straight into an unskilled 
and dead-end occupation. Thus the work of the 
Institute will have very beneficial effects on home- 
life on the future. By providing those effective and 
reliable trained helpers which enable families to 
expand and develop, family life may once again 
hope to be restored to the security it has so long 
lacked: and the future of the tamily will be turthe: 
safeguarded by the training and efficiency of those 
who in time to come will themselves preside over 
homes 

There is just one aspect of the proposals which 
may cause some hesitation, and that 1s the financial 
aspect As they stand at present, none but the 
higher grade mcome homes could hope to employ 
the associate members of the Institute. But the 
Institute hopes to develop a service Of part-time 
workers who will go out from the Institute and 
Irom centres organised by local authorities. Many 
of these workers will work as home-heips under 
existing schemes, and will be paid by the local 
authorities, while their services will be given to 
ihdse most urgently in need 


CAREERS ADVICE 


Ihe new Education Act has laid down a long- 
term plan tor every phase of education on the bask 
assumption that each child's education is suitable 
io hes age, ability, and aptuudes—from the nursery 
school to the university. Ii is, therefore, a matter 
for great satisfaction that the magnificent pioneering 
work of the nursery school—the very gateway to a 
lull educational life—is to be consolidated and 
followed up by a wide extension of nursery schools 
and classes ior the under-fives Nursery-schoo!l 
trained children entering the infants’ school can 
always be recognised by their aleriness and poise 
Ihe subsequent educational stage, from five to 
eleven, has recently been expertly re-cxamimed and 
reported upon in a_ vital document “ Primary 
Education ~ (Cmd 6973, H.M. Stationery Office. 
2s. 6d.) by the Advisory Council on Education in 
Scotiand. Every thoughtful parent should obiain 
this memorable report. which is full of common 
sense, realism, and a full undersianding of the 
educational needs of our primary school children 
according to their age and development. As an 
example of the report's challenging and forthright 
style the tollowing is quoted: “ We disregard with 
litle regret the narrow and obsoleie view that 
Reading, Writing, and Arithmetic are the funda- 
menials of Education. If it is necessary to talk 
about any subject as being more furdamenial than 
another, we would suggest tentatively that the three 
fundamental subjects are Physical Education, Hand- 
work, and Speech.”” The report urges strongly the 
essential co-operation between the school and the 
home, since the parents must keep in touch with the 
many exciuing and positive developments at the 
beginning of their children’s Careers as the great 
educational plan unfolds

THE NEW JEW 


Prof. Bentwich Looks on the 
Brighter Side 
[By Jewisu CwHronicte Reporter] 


Professor Norman Bentwich, O.B.E., pointed to 


the bright spots in the tragic life of the Jewish 
people to-day when he spoke on “Judaism in 
Many Lands” in the series of lectures that is 


being held under the aegis of the Anglo-Jewish Asso- 
ciation at Friends House 

Dr. Leo Baeck presided. 

At the end of last summer, said Prof. Bentwich, 
he went to Germany to observe the Nuremberg 
trial, after which he had spent a few more days 
in the American occupied zone, where there were 
to-day 140,000 Jewish displaced persons awaiting 
a home and a new chance of restarting life. He 
saw two gatherings of these D.P.s, which gave him 
the conviction that the Jews even in these desperate 
circumstances oO! restraint and internment, yet had 
such vitality and conviction of a destiny before 
them, that they would, given the opportunity, be 
able to restart life with great vigour and faith 

A few miles from Nuremberg. the farm which 
was once owned by the brutal Streicher was now 
the centre of hachshara for Palestine. He saw 
there a group of between 100 and 200 young Jewish 
men and women who were living the life that their 
people lived in Eretz Yisrael—the collective lie of 
the kibbutz—preparing for their future in Palesune. 
Their regular language was Hebrew, and every spot 
in that camp bore the name of a place well known 
in Palestine. They worked as an agricultural group 
producing food for the maintenance of other camps 
and they had an absolutely certain 
faith that they were preparing for their life in 
Palestine, and in that ftaith they were happy 

The speaker described a similar expericnce he 
had when, a few days later, he went to a larger 
camp near Frankfort. 


Revival of Judaism in France 


From Germany, said Prof. Bentwich, he went 
to France. Before the war, French Jewry had not 
been regarded as being intensely Jewish. But to- 
day among young French Jewry what stood out 
above anything in their lives as Jews was a revival 
of Judaism. 

Since the war, in France and generally on the 
Continent, there had come to be something hike 
a worship of the child of the young generation 
and there was a feeling among those who had 
survived in the community that something special 
was owed to those children and young men and 
women who had survived and would carry on the 
Flag of Judaism 

In Ekeypt, if one went among the communities 
in Catro and Alexandria, one was conscious of a 
suurring among the youth there similar to that found 
among the Jewries of western Europe. In Egypt. 
there had been formed for the first time centres 
of agricultural training tor young Egyptian Jews, 
and a tew Jews in Egypt to-day looked to Palestine 
as the place of their education and training eithe: 
for technical subjects or higher learning. 

To-day they had young Jews going to settle in 
the Palestinian kibbutzim who came not only from 
eastern Europe or from the East, but from France. 
Italy, America, and England. From seeing this 
gathering-in of the young generation from the 
different countries he got the feeling of a new type 
of Jew and a fresh interpretation of Judaism which 
must, when once they had solved the political prob- 
lems and those of relationship with their neigh- 
bours, be crystallised into some new form of Jewish 
life and Jewish faith that would affect the whole 
of the Jewish people. 


HISTORIAN OF HEBREW LAW 
Tributes to the Late Dr. Zuri 


Tributes to the memory of the late Dr. Jacob 
Samuel Zuri (Rzezak), who died in. 1943, and was 
well known for his works on Hebrew. Jurisprudence, 
were paid on Sunday, first, at the consecration of 
his tombstone at Willesden Cemetery, and later at 
a memorial meeting. 

At the cemetery, the Rev. A. Shechier, of the 
Cricklewood Synagogue, officiated, and Dayan 
H. M. Lazarus, the Deputy for the Chief Rabbi, 
delivered an address at the graveside, in which he 
spoke of Dr. Zuri as a man who showed genius in 
his research work 

Rabbi Lainer also added a tribute, and Mr. 
Samuel Landman read the Hebrew inscription on 
the tombstone, which states, that Zuri was a his- 
torian of Hebrew Law. who specialised in the bio- 
graphies of the great Jewish teachers. He made 
many disciples, led a wanderer’s life, and was cut 
off in the prime of his life—at the age of 57—while 
living in London. 

At the memorial meeting, which was held at 73, 
Staverton Road, Willesden Green, N.W.2 (the resi- 
dence of Mr. and Mrs. Samuel Landman). Mr. 
Landman (who is the Chairman of the Society 
for Promoting Hebrew Knowledge, under whose 
auspices the meeting was held) presided. He said 
that the Society was endeavouring to collect the 
complete works of the late Dr. Zuri, which were 
scattered widely, as he had written over thirty in 
Warsaw, Palestine. Switzerland, Germany, Paris, 
and London. Eventually they hoped to present a 
complete set of his works to Palestine. 

Mr. M. Vilenski, the Society's Director of Suidies, 
delivered an address on Zuri's work in the field of 
Hebrew Law. 

Others who paid tributes were Mr. L. Eisen. Mr. 
Isidore Wartski, Mr. S. London, and Mr. Gross. 

Since Dr. Zuri’s death the Society has published 
one of his works “ Treatise of Hebrew Civil Law.”
